His last moments were comparative- 
ly peaceful and painless, and were pre- 
ceded by a period of insensibility. Around 
the bedside at-the final moment were 
the cardinals, the relatives and the mem- 
bers of the papal court. Before lapsing 
inte unconsciousness the dying. nontiff 
feebly moved his lips, his last articulate 

words being those used in bestowing a 
benediction._ 

“Gradually the shadow of death spread 
Over the pontiff, his extremities became 
cold, his features assumed the fixed rigid- 
ity of death, and Dr. Lapponi noted his 
last fluttering heart beats, which gradual-

The news of the pope's death #pread 
fapidly throughout Rome and caused a 
midst profound sensation, The whole city 
is in mourning. 

Day One of Emotion. 

The whole day was one of continual 
emotion, one distressing scene following 
after another. When it became known 
shortly- before 4 p. m. that the pope’s 
journey through the valley of death was 
almost finished, Cardinal Vannutelli hur- 
ried again to his bedside, and was fol- 
lowed shortly afterwards by what is call- 
ed in vatitan phraseology, the “papal 
secret family’”’ and the “noble family,” 
besides the “‘personal family,”’ including 
the laté pope’s nephews, Comte Ludovico, 
Riccardo and Camillo; and also all the 
cardinals at the vatican, who, after- 
Wards retired to the adjoining library, 
after they had been allowed to kiss the 
pontiff’s hand and pass along, presenting 
another of those pictures which will live 
in the memery of all those participating 
in it 

The aged pontiff was lying prone and 
uficonsciots, propped up to assist him in 
breathing, one Hand laid on fhe red silk 
coveriet, the heavy pontifical ring being 
in danger of falling from the shrunken 


| firfger, while the <ther hand clutched 
his rosary and crucifix. Though he was 
entirely unconscious, gleams of intelli- 
sence seemed to flicker across the worn 
face and the shadow of a smile fell over 
the pallid lips when the nephews passed 
and reverently knelt and kissed. the 
pope’s hand. No word was spoken. The 
only sound which broke the silence of the 
death was the rattle of the arms of the 
noble guard, who were stationed at every 
door of the pontiff’s private apartments, 
it being their privilege and right under 
the circumstanges to take possession of 
.the apartments and guard the body of the 
pope. 
Final Scene tn Death Chamber. 


- 


The final scene in the. death chamber 
was. profoundly tmpressive. The pope's 
death. haying. been expected since noon. 
his deathbed was surrounded by practical- 
ly ah the. members of the sacred college 
now in Rome and the whole papel court, 
while : the) pontiff's nephews remained@ in 
the papaf library until they received 
word from the soldiers when they an- 
nounced his last expiring breath was ap- 
proaching. They then moved sflently 
into the death chamber, some standing, 
some Kneeling, all awaiting the awful mo- 
ment of dissolution. In the antecham- 
ber had assembled the high eccle Siastics, 
members of the diplomatic corps and 
representatives of the papal aristocracy, 
awaiting the announcement that the end 
had come. Profound silence reigned in the 
pope’s room. only by the doctors rising 
@o render their expiring patient more 
comfortable, by the sobs Qf the ever-faith- 
ful valet, Pio Centra, or the murmured 
prayers of Mgr. Pieri, the papal con- 
fessor, himself 84 years of age. who had 
to be assisted to the bedside. Softly 
he recited the prayers for the dying, the 
pontiff at one moment appearing to fol- 
low them, as though conscious of what 
was transpiring, but he could not speak. 
Then the dying pope murmured something 
to himself, in which those around him 
caught the words ‘‘father’’ and “‘moth-

Dr. Lapponi almost constantly had his 
fingers on the pope’s pulse, felt it grow 
gradually weaker and weaker, and at 
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lost. Still he made a marvelous

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Last Articulate Words of Pope Leo Were a Benediction on Those Standing 
About His Bed---Sometime Before Death Hé Became Unconscious 


Rome, July 20.—Pope Leo is dead. The 
last flicker of life expired at 4:4 this 
afternoon, and the pontif? now Iie@ at 
rest. 

The period of over two weeks that Pope 
Leo passed in the shadow of death was 
no less wonderful than his Hfe. His 
splendid battle against disease was watch- 
ed the world over wkh sympathetic ad- 
miration, and ended only after a series 
of tremendous efforts to conquer the 
weakness of his aged frame by the mar- 
vellous will power of his ‘mind. The 
pleuro-pneumonia, with which his holl- 
ness-has been suffering, was scarcely re- 
sponsible for. his death as that inevita- 
ble -deeay of tissue Which ensues upon 
ninety-three years, of life. The tested 
steel, which had bent so often befofe 
human ills was bound to break ai last. 

Tonight the emaciated and lifeléss 
frame which held so brave a spirit lies 
on a bed in the vatican, beside which 
almost all the world -has prayed. The 
red damask coverlet rests lightly over 
the body, the cardinal’s scarlet cape le 
about the shoulders, while on his head 
has been placed the papal hood of vel- 
vet, bordered with ermine. A white silk 
handkerchief is bound about his chin and 
in the hands which have blessed so many 
thousands, has been placed a crucifix. 
So Pope Leo will remain until tomorrow, 
watched by uniformed officers of the 
noble guard, and roughclad Franciscan 
potentiaries, who will keep a ceaseless 
vigil until the burial occurs. 

College of Cardinals. 

Tomor-ow the sacred college of cardi- 
nals will assemble for the impressive 
ceremony of officially pronouncing Pope 
Leo dead. After this function has been 
performed the body will be taken to the 
small throne room adjoining the death 
chamber, where it will be embalmed. 
The funeral ceremonies will extend over 
nine days, the remains being removed to 
the cathedral of St. Peter, where they 
will Me in state. The ultimate resting 
place of the dead pontiff will be in the 

magnificent basilica bala St. John, the 
Lateran. 

The: pope’s final moments were marked 
by that same serenity and devotion, and 
when he was conscious that calm intelli- 
gence which was associated with his 
twenty-five years’ pontificate. His was 
no easy death. An hour before he died, 
turning to Dr. Lapponit end his devoted 
valet, Pio Centra, he murmured: 

“The pain I suffer {s most terrible.” 

Yet his parting wotds were not of the 
physical anguish that he suffered, but 
were whispered benedictions upon the 
cardinals and his nephews, who knelt 
at his bedside, and the last look of his 
almcet sightless eyes was toward the 
great ivory crucifix hanging in the death 
chamber. Practically all the cardinals in 
Rome, kneeling at the bedside, watched 
the passage of his soul. Earlier in the 
day Cardinal Serafino Vannutelli had im- 
pressively pronounced the ebsolution in 
articulo mortis. 

The condition of his holiness. varied 
from agony to coma. Wishing to relieve 
him, Dr. Mazzoni suggested that mor- 
phine should be administered, but Dr. 
Lapponi did not agree, fearing that the 
end might be quickened, 

Oreglia in Power. 

Meantime, events of momentous impor- 
tance to Catholic christendom were oc- 
currimg. The death of Pope Leo meant 
the passing of the supreme power into 
the hands of the sacred college of cardi- 
nals as its tamporary custodian during 


the interregnum. 
The perfect administrative machinery

sacred college, Cardinal Oreglia, to whom 
the pope today solemnly confided the in- 
terests of the church, has now }ecome 
the exponent of the cardinals until, Pope 
Leo’s successor hag been elected.

acteristics, He comes from a noble Pied- 
montese stock, and his nobility is shown 
in his haughty and austere bearing. He 
is not pepular among his colleages or 
the Romans, and his brusque manner has 
earned him the title of ‘‘The Piedmont 
Bear.” He is tail and robust and his 
seventy-four years are shown by the 
whiteness of his hair. His face has the 
tawny hue of old parchment, and is 
deeply lined. Despite his aysterity, the 
cardinal’g learning and piety are univer- 
sally recognized. 

This is the. man who for the time being 
ig practically pope. It was he who issued 
the orders to clear the vatican from in- 
truders and brought tranquility out of the 
confusion immediately following Pope 
Leo's death. 

The death of the pantiff occurred at 4 
time when alt “was singularly calm 
throughout the vatican, as people had 
been so long expecting the final sum- 
mons that their sensibilities were’ well 
nigh numbed. 

His Death Announced. 

Scarcely a soul passed up the marble 
staircase, and the court yard of San 
Damaso wus deserted except for the 
heavy black carriages of the cardinals 
and their coachmen, who were awaiting 
their master. It was the hour of the 
siesta. Nothing could have been more 
peaceful. 

At twenty minutes past 4 a man dashed 
madly across St. Peter's square, then 
quite empty. A second later another tfoi- 
lowed on a bicycie. Within a lew sec- 
or.ds, as if by magic, newspaper men, 
gendarmes and messengers, running, 
uriving and gesticulating, dashed to and 
irom the portals of the vatican. 

Like a wireless message there flashed 
around the words, ‘‘He is dead.’ Rub- 
bing the afternoon sleep from their eyes, 
bareheaded men and women, many carry- 
ing babies, emerged trom the uarkened 
houses and cates and besieged the door 
of th vaiican. ‘franstormation Was com- 
pleté, ‘the quick movement uad tense 
leeling of the rapidiy gathering crowd 
So pecmeated. where a lew moments bDe- 
tore there had been no sign of life. 

The French ambaSsador’s’' carriage 
drove furiously trom the vatican and 
drew up at a nearby telegraph office. 
Without waiting for the horses to stop, 
the ambassador jumped out and notified 
his. government of the pope’s death 

There soon followed the cardinals, who, 
with set face, drove slowly homewards., 


All Was Over. 


Béhind the shutters of Pope Leo's room, 
which still remain closed, all was over. 
The heavy bronze doors were swung to, 
and entrance to the vatican was only 
obtainable by knocking at a little wicket, 
which was closely, kept within by the 
papal guard, and without by the ItaHan 
police.- ‘The latter had been slightly rein- 
forced, but had no difficulty in controll- 
ing the crowds who were allowed to re- 
main in the square just as they were 
accustomed to do before death, but not 
ty enter the vatican itself, 

Carriages kept rattling up, their oc- 
cupants mostly holding in their hands 
extra’ @ditions announcing tis pope's 
death, which the local papers quickly 
got. out, 

On the steps of St. Peters sat a group 
of young Roman princes discussing the 
situation. Nearby was gathered almost 
every type of peasant and working wom- 
en who make Rome so picturesque. A 
few entered the basilica itself-and there 
offered up prayers for Pope Leo's. soul. 
Among the supplicants were many 
monks, who with hands uplifted prayed 
long atid earnestly at the gates of the 
dimly lighted shrines. 

Pope Leo's last day on earth was full of 
physical anguish, and this was heighten- 
ed by fleeting moments of consciousress, 
which permitted him fully to ee 
the slow approach of his end. The. com- 
plete coma of last night was broken by 
periods of lucidity. When the doctors as- 
sembled in the sick room for the morning 
conference the aged sufferer recognized 
them and mournfully said their task 
would soon be over. 

Toward noon the pontiff had a distinct 
sinking spell, during which his heart al- 
most ceased to beat. The cardinals and 
Pope Leo's relatives Were hastily sum-

The cardinals, prelates and the 
dying man’s relatives kneeled beside the 
bed and kissed his hand. For two hours 
the pope lingered in a state of semi- 
consciousness. 

About 2 o'clock it became apparent that 
nis life was fast ebbing away. The car- 
dinals and his relatives were again sum- 
moned from the adjoining chamber. Pray- 
ers for the dying were said and absolution 
In articulo moriis was administered. 

At 2:4 o'clock the doctors detected the 
approach of the final agony. Some slight 
Signs of consciousness remained and the 
aying pontiff muttered some inaudibie 
words. Gradually his power of speech and 
sight Were blunted and he could neither 


‘see nor speak. Thus the chill of death 


gTadually overspread ‘him until at 4 
o'clock ‘the struggle ended and he. passed 
into the endiess sleep of @¢ternity. 

By a coincidence taday te the birthday 
of Dowager Queen Margherita, the mother 
of King Victor Emmanuel, and flags had 
been put all over the city in her honor, 
giving it a festive appearance. By ex- 
press desire, no salutes were’ fired as is 
customary, so that the pontiff might not 
be disturbed, 

All the newspapers, 
vorable to the present institutions, ptb- 
lish long eulogistic articles about the de- 
frnct. 

The only discordan;t note is struck by 
the socitlist organ, Avanti, which says: 

“We socialists, without disdain, but 
with indifference, pass bafore this corpse 
and await the new enemy.’ 

‘The government has renewed the most 
energetic orders, Premier Zanardelli at- 
tending to the work personally, to Insure 
order about the vatican, but it cannot 
and will not take participation directiy 
in the mourning. 

Telegrams of Condolence. 

Immediately following the death of the 
pope cable dispatches and telegrams were 
dispatched to all parts of the world, ad- 
vising the sovereigns, rulers and foreign 
governments of the death. Before night 
fell many telegrams of condolence reach- 
ed the vatican, coming from: emperors, 
kings, political rulers and high church 
dignitaries abroad, The vatican officials 
are deluged with these messages. 

The death of the pope brings about a 
widespread change in al] the administra- 
tive departments of the church and con- 
siderably influences questions of church 
policy. The change: within the vatican 
affects practically all the officials from 
the ‘highest to the lowest. Cardinal 
KRampolla retiréd from the post of sec- 
retary of state, where he. exercised a 
strong influence, owing. to the physical 
infirmities of Leo. Other high officiais 
are similarly affected, 

The chief international questions which 
may be affected by the death of the pope 
are those connected with the suppression 
of religtous orders in France, the change 
of the clergy in the. new Spanish- Amer-

How the Sacred College Will Meet in Conclave and 
Choose Successor to Pope Leo--A Stall for 
Fach Cardinal.

for the new pontiff. It is held: at the 
beautiful Sistine chapel within the walls 
of the vatican. ; 

Built by Pope Pius IV, this famous 
church has been adorned by the hands | 
of the greatest Italians painters. On the 
walls are the work of Signorelli, Boti-'/ 
celli and Perugino, but these are dimmed | 
by the splendor of the frescoes of Michael | 
Angelo flustrating the creation and the 
last judgment. 

Connected ‘with the chapel, which is it- 
self on the. first floor of the vatican. 
are ‘the latge galleries, whith are fitted 
up for the reception of the cardinals’ 
and their attendants and the arrange- 
ments are such that when their eminences 
have entered the place of conelave ‘the 
entire section of the vatican set. apart 
for the purpose can be shut off’ entirely 
from the outside world, -the intention 
being that the members of? this exalted 
counci] shall be subjected to no mundané 
influeneces,. Each cardinal is allowed the 
services of a secretary and an: attendant, 
who, while the conclave lasts, occupies 
rooms adjacent to the particul¢r cells 
allotted to their master. On the day fixed 
for the meeting of the conclave the car- 
dinals- assemble to hear a special’ mass 
of the Holy Spirit and to take the vaths 
of faithful and secrecy. When this 
accomplished, all the members of 

sacred . congregation go in_ sol- 
emn procession, two by two, and fol- 
lowed by a long retinue of attendants, 
to the conclave, while. the inspiring 
strains of the ‘Veni Creator Spiritus” 
are changed. 

Cardinals Locked In.

The system of voting, called the 
scrutinum, is regulated by eSact pré- 
scription. The proceedings are undef the 
direction cf six cardinals,.two from each 
order of bishops, priests and deacons. 
Every cardinal is provided with a Vot- 
ing paper, on which he writes the name 
of his chosen candidate, but not his own 
name. No one is permitted to vote for 
himself. When the requisite interval has 
passed, each cardinal, beginning with the 
one of the most ancient creation, leaves 
his staff and advances to the high altar, 
Amid a solmen hush the elector prays for 
a while on the altar steps and then, @e- 
claring aloud that his vote is given ae- 
cording to his conscience, drops his, vot- 
ing paper in the chalice.° When all have 
voted in like manner the six scrutinéers 
examine the papers and proclaim the re- 
sult. 

Ballots Are Burned. 

If. no cardinal has obtained the fre-

Alwin? Trammell, the son of Dr. Wil- 
liam O. Trammell, was struck and in- 
stantly killed by freight cars at the 
Johns. street crossfng last evening about 
7:16 o'clock. His mangled body was found 
near the railroad tracks and*borne by 
citisens and Officers Blackstone and Mad- 
dox to Dr. Trammel’s drug store and 
from there to Undertaker Patterson's 


“under direction of Coroner Stamps. 

No one seems to have been looking at 
young Trammell when he was struck by 
the train. He had been seen going ([0- 
wards the crossing and a few minutes 
later a train of freight cars were 
“Kicked” across the crossing. A short 
time afterwards his dead body was 


found. 

Trammell had left his father’s drug 
store at No. 503 Marietta street for the 
purpose of making collections. He had 
accounts against railroad men who 
worked in the Southern yards. To reach 
the yards at a convenient point he start- 
ed down Johns street. 

The line of cars that struck him had 
been standing to one side of the cross- 
ing. Just as Trammell stepped upon the 
nearest track and the one on which the 
Cars were standing, an engine backed 
against the train oe the other end 
and “kicked’’ the carS on the crossing. 
Trammell was knocked down and then 
run over. He must have mét his death 
within a few seconds after he was struck. 

Undertaker H. M. Patterson has charge 
of the body and will prepare it for burial 
as soon as the coronor holds an inquest, 
which ll be at 9 o’clock this morning. 
The funéral arrangements will be made 
this morning. 

The deceased was about 20 years of 
age. He worked in his father’s drug 
Store and was a young man of steady 
habits and fine business qualifications. 
He had a large number of friends in the 
city who wil] learn with sorrow of - his 
tragic death.

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Eloquent Tribute Paid to the Dead Pontiff by the 
Prelates--With All His Greatness He Was 
as Simple as a Child. 


St. Paul, July 20.—Upon the receipt of 
the news of the death of Pope Leo Arch- 
bishop Ireland paid the following tribute 
to the dead prelate: 

“In Leo, a great and good man passed 
from the earth. The extraordinary, the 
unparalleled interest .with which. the 
world this last fortnight kept vigil around 
the vatican where the old hero battled 


dramatically with grim death is a mag- 
nificent tribute to Leo, which nothing 
could ever have evoked, save unusual 
grandeur of soul and unusual feats, the 
offspring of that grandeur.. In the death 
of Leo, humanity reatizes that .an orb 
of light, such as is seldom seen to 
dominate the high skies of its moral 
and intellectual firmamént, has fAllen, 
making a mighty void which soon again 
may not be filled. Great and good Leo 
truly was, fashioned. so by nature and 
by grace divine. What a mind it was, 
lofty in vision, reaching out to vastest 
horizons, soaring upward to highest re- 
gions of thought and truth, When he 
ascended the-~ pontificial throne he re- 
solved that so far as opportunity came 
his would be a historic pontificate, and 
to that end he worked consistently during 
his life. Greatness includes:goodness or 
be least without goodness greatness is 
no boon to humanity. Leo was a good 
man; he shone in every virthe; his life 
was unsullied. He was deeply imbued 
with the spirit of faith. He Mfved and 
worked purely for Go® and for men. 
Cén¥ecrated “to Diity. 

“Most high minded ar pess..of 
purpose, most absolute “consecration of 
self to the duties of his. exalted office 
characterized all his thoughts and acts. 
He was simple and lovihg- a8 a child 
in his intimate relations with people who 
came into his presence; consideraté and 
tactful, sweet of temper and kindliest of 
word. He met kings and peasants, men 
of highest social rank and of lowest—all 
bowed before his graciousness and whis- 
pered to him words of affection and de- 
votion. 

“& great man requires besides his na- 
tive greatness, greatness in setting, 
greatness in opportunitres. All this was 
given in super-abundance to Leo. There 
'is no other post of honor and duty so 
elevated, so sublime as the Roman pon- 
tificate, the treasury of centuries of in- 
spirations, the world’s chair of moral 
authority, ruling directly ‘two hundred 
and fifty millions, of every tribe and 
every nation, ruling indirectly by the 
silent prestige of its name and power, 
by the vast spiritual force of its life and 
teachings, entire humanity. Into that 
pontificate Leo entered; in it he reigned 
as only two of his predecessors reigned 
a quarter of a century—leaving posterity 
to say, as he closes the last pages of 
his record, that in him the Catholic 
church has had one of the most won- 
drous of her wondrous sovereigns and 
humanity ene of its ablest thinkers and 
highest examplars of fidelity to God- 
given duty. Liberty, civi] and political, 
individual rights, education, the progress 
of science and of discovery, the material 
comfort of the masses—all this Leo in 
the name of the church blessed and ad- 
vocated. Today the Catholic church is 
universally admitted to be in the van of 
humanity's forward march; and for this 
Leo is to be thanked. 

Leo and French Catholics. 

“One of the most meaningful of the 
acts of Leo was his announcement to the 
Catholics of France that it was their 
moral duty to adhere to the republic and 
the doctrinal teaching regarding modern 
ideas and forms of government involved 
in that announcement. It was, Poy a 
masterful stroke of diplomacy. the 
} Catholics of Wrance did not sstigal Leo. 
Their political traditions held the field; 
today they are suffering from their short- 
sighted conservatism and their disobedi- 
ence toward Lo. | 

“What a majestic figure was that of 
Leo! Theré he stood for twenty-six long 
years, an old man, stripped of, extefnal 
power—naught but a personallty and a 
voice. But kings and emperors. did him 
homage; his Words were caught up by 
the peoples of all countries: his hand 
reached out to the high and the low 
and the cultured schelar and the untu- 
tored savage. The pédples civilized and 
tribes barbarian and by all it was 
grasped with loving and reverent ten- 
derness. No’ other man reigned at the 
dawn ofthe twentieth century as Léo 
reigned—truly the sovereign of gsovér- 
eigns. It was the supreme triumph of 
moral poOwer—the triumph of truth ang 
of justice. 


“With Leo there dies the admirer and 
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the lover of America. Said he to a4 
bishop from America one day: 

“ ‘Oh, Atnerica! It is the future.’ 

“Leo's clear vision of things far away 
in time as well as in space had en- 
deared America to him. As no other 
statesman in Europe Leo’ understood 
America—its possibilities and the meaning 
of its institutions. 

“Nothing in the circumstances connect- 
ed with the illness and death of Leo 
does so much honor to him and so much 
honor to our common human nature as 
the sincere and outspoken interest taken 
in him by the non-Catholic world, espe- 
ciglly in the United States. In America 
the Associated Press daily burthened 
trans-Atlantic wires with messages 
lengthy and sympathetic from Rome. 
The newspapers of the country quickly 
Opened their columns to those messages 
and repeatedly wrote of Leo in friendli- 
est language. 

Prayers of Protestants. 

“In numerous Protestant churches 
kindliest mention was made of Leo from 
the pulpit and prayers for him went 
up to heaven from the lips and hearts 
of congregations. What _ transcéndant 
merit in Leo to have won from the world 
this extent! What nobleness of mind 
and heart in men to have risen high 
above traditions and customs—to have 
acknowledged Leo's greatness and good- 
ness; to have given him such wnited 
love; Leo in his la&St moments was deeply 
touched on hearing of this attitude of 
Protestants toward him. The world fs 
today the better for the sweet kindliness 
begotten in it. by L@o. The Catholic 
church, America, bid Leo a loving fare- 
well. Those who knew him closely feel 
their heartstrings quiver with deepest 
sadness as the marble lid closes over his 
mortal remains. But God liveth—and 
other Leos, we pray, wih come to us, as 
heaven's gift. Rest, thow Leo: rest at 
last from thy long and toilsomé bat- 
tlings on earth; rest, forever, with thy 
God, thy Master.” 


Roosevelt Expresses Regret. 

Oyster Bay, L. I., July 20.—President 
Roosevelt was deeply touched by the 
death of Pope Leo. At. his home on 
Sagamore hill, on being informed of the 
demise of the head of the Catholic church, 
he dictated the following for the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“The president expresses his profound 
regret at the death of the venerable 
pontiff, whose long career no less than his 
exalted character has commanded the re- 
spect of all christendom.’’ 

The president said that in uttering these 
sentiments he was giving expression to 
the feeling of all the people in the United 
States, wholly without regard to their re- 
ligious faiths

Governor Terrell expects to turn his 
aitention today te the duty of filling the 
vacancy upon the supreme court bench, 
and it is highly probable that he will 
niake anh appointment before afother 
twenty-four hours have passed. 

From the first he has said he would not 


until Tuesday. Beyond the mere state- 
ment to this effect he has declined posi- 
tively to discuss his intentions with any- 
body. While therefore, there is no official 
authority for these statements, several 
things in connection with this matter, 
now of so much interest and of so much 
mecment to Georgia, can be said With a 
very considerable degtee of positiveness. 
Among these are: 

That an eminent Georgian, whose pre- 
eminent qualifications were urged upon 
the governor by Judge Lumpkin himself, 
has only to signify hig willingness to ac- 
cept, and the place will be his. He once 
declined, and it--is got believéd he will, 
under any circubiila, ces, reconsider, 

That in view of his belief that this gen- 
tleman cannot be cofisidered in the list 
ot posaibilities, Goverhor Terrell is turn- 
ing his attention to south Georgia. 

That three of the prominent south Geor- 
giangs who have been mentioned in this 
connection have deciined to allow their 
friends to present their names to the gov- 
ernor for his consideration, and by so 
doing practically eliminate themselves 
from the situation. Thése are Hon. Henry 
iG. Turner, Judge Pope Barrow and Judge 
R. G. Mitchell. 

That Judge JOseph W. Bennett, of 
Brunswick, is now regarded the man most 
likely to be appointed. 

Tendered to Judge McWhorter. 

There is the highest authority for the 
statemént that a tender of the vacant 
judgeship has been made to a prominent 
Georgian—was made, in fact, some weeks 
ago~and at the express request of Judge 
Lumpkin himself, 

The story is an interesting one. Some 
weeks ago Judge Lumpkin, who felt that, 
if he ever recovered his strength suffi- 
ciently to resume active duties, it must 
be at a date far jin the future, went to 
Governor Terrell and expressed a deter- 
mination to tender his résignation. ‘The 
governor endeavored to dissuade - him 
from taking this step, arguing that he 
would in al] probability recaver sooner 
than he then thought, bait: Judge:: Lump- 
kin feit that while his days of useftilness 
fright not be over, the’ work of the ¢ourt 
demanded an active man in his place, 
and told Geévernot Terrell so with great 
positiveness. He added that there was 
one man in Georgia whom he would 
rather see appointed as his successor than 
any other, not only because of his per- 
sonal friendliness for the man, out be- 
cause of the latter's preeminent qguali- 
fications. That was Judge Hamilton Mc- 
Whorter. He and Judge McWhorter had 
been most closely associated for many 
years; Judge McWhorter had succeeded 
him upon the bench of the northern cir- 
cuit, wheré he had made a magnificent 
record; Judge McWhorter, he told the 
governor, possessed in the highest possi- 
ble degree not only the legal qualifica- 
ticns, but the judicial temperament; and 
there was ho man in the state who could, 
in his judgment, fill the place upon’ the 
supreme court bench better than Judge 
McWhorter. 

The suggestion of Judge McWhortevg 
name met with the highest favor at the 
hands of the governor, Judge Lumpkin 
left the executive office with the state- 
}ment that his resignation would be placed 
in the hands of the governor at any 
time the latter might see fit, and asked 
him to take the matter up with Judge 
McWhorter. 

Cotld Not Accept “hen. 

This Governor Terrell did. When the 
matter wds broached to Judge McWhor- 
ter, however, he replied that while he 
felt highly honored at the tribute paid 
him by Judge Lumpkin and the governor, 
ard whilé his persona] tastes lie in the 
direction of the bench, he felt that his 
present” legal connections are so much 
better in a financial way that he could 
hot, in justice to himself and his family, 
accept a place upon the bench. 

So positive was he that the governor 
communicated his decision to Judge 
Lumpkin, and the matter was dropped. 

When the news came of Judge Lump- 
kin’s sudden death, Govegnor Terrell’s 
first impulse was to carry out the wishes 
of the deceased jurist, his close personal 
friend, and he wrote “Judge McWhorter 
asking if he would not reconsider his de- 
cision as previously announced. In this 
letter the governor stated that hé would 
not be prépared to formally take up the 
matter of the appointment until today, 
and he asked Judge McWhorter to write 
him by this morning. So the tender is 
still open, Judge McWhorter was in Lex- 
ington yesterday in attendance upon the 
fi.neral, and did not reach the city until 
late jast night. He went at once to hig 
yotel atid declined to be seen by anybody. 
Several of his close persdnal friends who 
had known of the offer whenit was firs: 
made and of the reasons which prompted 
his decision, said they felt positive he 
would, under no circumstances, accept 
the place. lt was because of Judge Mc-

Washington, July 20.—The first definite 
announcement of the death of the pope, 
made to Apostolic Delegate Falconio, was 
conveyed to him at 12:45 o'clock today, by

The Official Announcement. 

The official announcement of the pope's 
death was carried to the legation at 4:45 
o'clock by a messenger from the Postal 
Telegraph Company. It was written in 
Itaiiarn and translated by Dr. Rooker, and 
read as follows: 

‘Rome, July 20, 1903.—Monsignor Fal- 
conio, Apostolic Delegate, Washington, 
D. C.: With deepest sorrow I announce 
to you the death of the holy father, 
which occurred this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 


His holiness died surrounded by the sacred 
college. M. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA.” 
Response of Falconio. 

To this message Bishop Falconio made 
immediate response as follows: 

‘Washington, July 20, 1908.—Cardinal 
Rampolla, Rome: With deepest sorrow I 
express to your eminence the universal 
grief of the irreparable loss sustained in 


the death of the glorious pontiff. 
“FALCONIO.” 


Archbishops Are Informed. 
M. Falconio also gave out the following 
address to the ninety archbishops of the 
Catholic church in America: 


‘‘Apostolic Delegation, United States of 
America, Washington, D. C., July 2, 
19033.~Your Lordship: It is my painful 
duty to convey to you the sad intelli- 
gence of the death of our holy father, 
the pope, which occurred today. As in 
life, so in death, the august pontiff has 
shown such wonderful example of serious 
thought of determination, of character, 
of sweetness, of hearty plety and Chris- 
tian fortitude as to evoke in all lands the 
most striking manifestations of reverence 
and respect. 

‘Teo XIII is dead. In him the world

There ‘was excitement and cvnfusion 
after that—a hnurrytng h*her and thith- 
er of*servants, the preparation of the car- 
riages and ihe innumerable other things 
necessary to prepare for so august an 
Occasion as a papal audience. At last, 
however, the ladies, dressed in black lace, 
with olack veils over the heads, as vapal 
etiquette prescribes, came rustling down 
the hctel stairway. and with the excited 
host and servants showing them most 
Obsequious attention entered their car- 
riage to be driven to the vatican. 

Perhaps, there was just a iittle awe 
in their hearts as the carriage drew up 
before the great palace and they were 
led deferentially through long corridors, 
hung with glorious tapestries and radiant 
with the masterpieces of all art: past 
stolid giants, clad tn the rich uniform 
of the Swiss Guards; past magnificently 
clad attendants; through .more aplendid 
chambers, and then—Iinto the presence of 
the wan, pale, white-haired old man. 
who bent on them a smile more beauti- 
ful than all the glorious trappings of the 
glorious vatican, 

The old man, sg pale and thin and white, 
was he, seemed a vision, save in the 
blue eyes, bright. burning blue eyes, that 
gazed with infinite benign gentleness on 
those assembled in the dimly-lighted 
chamber. But he spoke in clear tones and 
called them his’ children and blessed 
them, and they all but shivered when he 
laid his hands on their heads, for the 
hands were very cold. Death had already 
spoken for the old man, and it ‘was the 
chill of that grim messenger in the thin 
hands. 

This is the way Miss Haverty, in a 
Jetter received the other day by her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs J. J. Haverty, de- 
scribes the audience: 

_ “Today we had our audience with the 
holy father. A messenger from Monsignor 
Bisleti came last night with our tickets, 
and created quite a stir among the hotel 
people, who declared he was no less than 

‘di private secretarie of di pope.’ 

“Of course we had to wear black gowns 
and veils, and in our carriage we drove in 
State to the vatican. 

“IT wish you could see the gorgeous 
Swiss guards in their red, yellow and 
black costumes, and noblemen in cardinal 
aan, and ve - yyrarstin a German, 
who was master of ceremo 
decorated. er 

“Finally his holiness, the great. wonder- 
ful, old man! He looks old and frail and 
thin, and his hands feel as if there were 
no blood in them—cold and almost trans- 
parent. But his voice is still steady, 
though, of course, not with the vigor of a 
younger man. He was in white robes and 
was carried in a crimson or royal red 
chair. 

“It was a great privilege, and one that 
I appreciate highly to have.the honor of 
seeing the holy father and to receive the 
papal blessing.”’ 

Miss Thornbury has also written inter- 
estingly of the audience. Her description 
of it, contained in a letter to her sister. 
Mrs. Stovall. follows: 

“July 3, Afternoon—Since starting this 
letter we have received our tickets for 
an audience with the pope. When we 
returned to the hotel the manager met 
us with both hands raised and wpsesticu- 
lating wildly informed us that ‘‘a mes- 
senger from the pope has been here and 
you were not here!’ I was so disap- 
pointed, but In a few minutes the mes- 
senger returned with the tickets. We 
have just returned from the audience. 
I wore my black lace veil over my head, 
Zula and May wore similar costumes. 
Every one has to wear a black veil over 
the head. The princess of Hungary, who 
was received at the same time. wore a 
superb thread lace mantle. The pope is 
just a breathing corpse, so feeble. so 
white and emaciated that he seems al- 
ready in the great beyond. His hands 
were cold as ice, but his eyes were won- 
derful blue eyes, like two stars so shin- 
ing and lustrous. We were certainly for- 
tunate to see him, for since his serious 
fiiness I had abandoned the hope.”

FOR NEW UNION STATION 
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ES in the vicinity of the proposed un- 
jon depot site, asked for by the 
Atlanta Terminal Company, were 
authorized by council during the 
session of yesterday afternoon.

Bishop Rooker’s Statement. 


M. Falconio requested that this address 
to the Bishops should be accepted as his 
statement concerning the death of the 
pope. He repeatedly expressed in con- 
versation his deep personal regret Over 
the death of the pope. ‘Bishop Rooker 
and Dr. Marchetti also expressed pro- 
found sorrow, and in, response to repeated 
requests Bishop Rooker gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The church boasts a long line of illus- 
trious pontiffs. Leo XIII will ever stand 
iff their foremost rank. His reign has 
been a wonderful one. He hands his pon- 
tificate to his successor without a single 
loss and with great gain. He has held 
the most terrible stewardship that can be 
intrusted to a human being. He has 
stood for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury before the world as the vicar of the 
Savior of mankind fe has finished a 
great work. He '.. down an enormous 
burden. He must have found his su- 
preme joy when he heard his Master say, 
‘Well done thou good and faithful serv- 
ant, enter fnto the joy of the Lord.’”’ 
The bishops of the'Catholic church will 
celebrate pontifical mass for the repose 
of the soul of the pope in the cathedral! 
af their respective dioceses and funeral 
masses will be said in all Catholic 
churches, .

Coy of Document |s Present 
ed Today for First Time, 


deems Likely That an Effort Will 
Be Made To Break the Will 
When It Is Presented for 
Probation in Solemn

For the first time the full text of the 
will of the late Georke W. Collier is 
published this morning by The Constitu- 
tion.

or as often as my executors may deen 
it necessary, and to improve my city 
property in a proper manner or to induce 
gales of my country property adjoining 
property of my city property may be 
purchased for such purpose, and suitable 
Gonations of my country property may 
be made to induce a sale thereof, all of 
game to be done in the sound discretion 
of my executors. 

Item Second. 

I appoint my son, G. W. Collier, Jr., 
and my nephew, enry L. Collier, ex- 
ecutors of this my last will and testa- 
ment, and also J, N. Bateman to act 
with them as such and counsel and ad- 
vise in the management of my estate,

Collier, one of the executors, and also 
one of the heirs under the will, together 
‘with other heirs will contest the will 
when it comes up in the court of ordi- 
mary to be proven in solemn form. 

It is not known on what ground the 
will will be attacked, as one of the firm 
of Dodd, Newman & Dodd, attorneys for 


the heirs to the estate, did not care to) 


give out this information when approach- 
ed on the subject yesterday.

check. The past season Mr. Leigh mar- 
keted a couple of bales of long staple cot- 
ten, for which he received 14 1-2 cents 
per pound. 

E. Leigh is a representative 
from Coweta in the present session of the 
legislature and is one of the most prog- 
ressive and successful farmers of the 
state. His farm is conducted along the 
most improved scientific plan and is the 
admiration of his neighbors.

COUNCIL ACTS 
ON TAX BILL 


Appoints Committee To In- 
vestigate the Pending 
Measure. 


Council yesterday afternoon adopted e@ 
resolution providing for a committee of 
three to investigate the effects of the 
tax bill now pending before the house of 
representatives and to take .such action 
in behalf of the city as is deemed neces- 
sary. 

The resolution, which was introduced 
by Councilman Key, was not accepted 
by council as being altogether an anti- 
corporation measure. It does not appear 
to be so on its face and was not adopted 
with that idea. 

It is as follows: 

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That, 
whereas, there is now pending before the 
legislature a measure which seems to 
have the effect of rendering nugatory the 
benefit to the city of Atlanta arising from 
the occupation tax, derived from what is 
called the consolidation ordinance, under 
which the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company is now operating. 

“And, whereas, said proposed legislation 
appears to affect the city of Atlanta more 
than any other, and the constituted au- 
thorities of-the city are not fully ad- 
vised as to the force and effect of it; 

“Therefore, that a committee of three 
be appointed by the mayor. from the gen- 
eral council, to investigate the matter 
of this proposed legislation, to appear be- 
fore the legislature and request, in the 
name of the city. that it be postponed 
until action on the same can be had 
by the city. 

“Said committee fo report back at the 
next regular or special session of coun- 
cil. with its recommendation as to the 
attitude the city should take In the 
matter.*’ 

In presenting his resolution Councilman 
Key stated that the city should not sic 
idie and lose its rights. 

“T ask for the appointment of this com- 
mittee merely for the purpose of having 
the matter {Investigated,”” he said in 
concluding. 

“I do not agree with the councilman,” 
bezean Alderman Woodward. 

“The countilman does not care whether 
vou agree with him or not,’ remarked 
Conneiiman Key. 

“Well. I don’t want any buncombe 
about this thing.”’ said Alderman Wood- 
ward. He stated that the citv was get- 
tinge its gross receipt tax and he thought 
that was enough. 

“T don't believe we ought to take both.” 
he concluded. He moved that the Kev 
resolution be tabled. Ry a vote of 13 
to 2 his motion was lost. 

On motion of Alderman Toneino the 
citv. attorney was added to the com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Councilman Hynds the 
resolution was amended so as to strike 
the provision which asks the legislature 
to postpone action and by substituting a 
provision which empowers the committee 
that is to be appointed to direct the 
policy of the municipality after the in- 
vestigation. 

As amended the resolution of Councll- 
man Key was adopted.

Good—As Far as It Goes. 

The general assemb!y seems rea- 
sonably sure to add the teaching of 
the elements of agriculture and the 
elements of civil government to the 


common school course in Georgia. In 
doing so the general assembly is act- 
ing with a wisdom that has been al- 
together too long delayed. The pas- 
sage of the bill to that end will make 
this legislature one of memorable 
value to the future state, even should 
it acquire no other right to applause 
and gratitude from the people. 

The teaching of the history and ele 
mental principles of agriculture will 
have two great effects. It will give 
valuable, practical knowledge in the 
basal science of human life to ail the 
pupils of our public schools. And by 
that subtle sort of transfusion of 
knowledge from child to parent, which 
schoolmen so well understand, will 
brins into thousands of homes in 
Georgia a new and inspiring knowl- 
elge of the importance and dignity of 
agricultural pursuits. 

The teaching of the principles and 
existent facts of civil government as 
administered in Georgia is a common 
school study of the greatest import- 
ance. The ignorance of the ordinary 
man concerning the construction of 
our state government, the functions 
of its officials and tke duties of citi- 
zens is: something appalling to those 
who have knowledge of the facts by 
actual contact with the people at 
large. 

Good citizenship has but two legs 
and without both in prime actionable 
condition the state must limp and be 
exposed to many perils. Those two 
legs are the ability of the people to 
live without dependence on extran- 
eous aid and the ability to defend, im- 
prove and ‘make effective the agen- 
cies of their civil government. The 
practice of agriculture and the under- 
standing of politics tend to accom- 
plish those things for the state. 

But if they are to be taught in our 
schools, they should be taught from | 
text-books thoroughly adapted to our 
Georgia conditions and by. teachers

Mistakes of this sort have 
been too often made, in history teach- 
ing, for instance, in the sovth, and 
should not be repeated in the new 
instances of agriculture and civics.

Pulling Together for Public Good. 
The work of the Augusta newspa- 
pers in reforming Augusta elections 
from stock-yards auctions into reputa- 
ble and honest verdicts of public opin- 
ion has produced first fruits of a most 
promising character. It required 
courage, determination and the front- 
ing of a powerful and dominant ele- 
ment in the city to declare for an 
honest ballot and a fair count, but the 
newspapers were equal to the work 
and Augusta passed up one of the 
cleanest elections it has known for 
years. So much for the aggressive 
righteousness of a sterling press. 

The Chronicle. generously welcomes 
and acknowledges the prompt and 
powerful way in which The Augusta 
Herald also flung its reform banner 
to the breeze and fought with perfect 
zeal for the restoration of honest elec- 
toral methods in the city. The Her- 
ald deserves the highest praise for 
flinging off all professional weights in 
this case and making common cause 
with The Chronicle against the venal 
methods heretofore characteristic of 
Augusta elections.

Newspapers are supported by 
the average citizen for the service 
they can do in his own enlightenment 
and in the guardianship and safe di- 
rection of public interests. The news- 
paper that holds its mission as that of 
a bull fighter to arouse the morbid 
curiosity of people is not esteemed 
highly at home or abroad. The best 
possession of any city in this coun- 
try is a broad-minded, united and pa- 


triotic press.

But better service to human- 
ity and to the happiness of the poor 
by the expenditure of ten times as 
many millions in better housing and 
ventilation for the miserably cramped 
tenement dwellers in the thick of the 
city. 

Just such callousness by municipal 
authorities to the commonest. appeals 
of humanity provokes the suggestion 
that no man ean say what will not 
happen to that city and that nation 
which tolerates a residential] condi- 
tion for its poor million such as this 
New York paper has so graphically 
and ruthlessly arpense: 


Immigration as a Menace.

The problem this vast accumulation 
of immigration is creating for the 
American people will soon become 
dominant and have to be dealt with. 
It is @ condition that is already trans- 
forming our cities—cities like New 
York, Boston, Cincinnati and Chicago 
—into foreign cities, the Americans 
being in an ominous minority. And it 
will be a question of moment in those 
states where, when voters were need- 
ed, the foreigner was given the bal- 
lot before he had time to exchange 
his European sabots for American 
brogans, They will find it difficult to 
change their suffrage laws and the 
Americanism of their people will be 
engulfed by the foreign influx, swelled 
into a decisive majority. 

The congress of the United States 
can afford some relief by hardening 
the conditions of entry for immigrants, 
but once entered they become incor- 
porated in the citizenship of states 
with alarming suddenness and are-not 
to be relied upon to stand for all and 
singular the essentials of a loyal, in- 
telligent and patriotic Americanism. 

It is building up a great problem 
that will require almost superhuman 
wisdom for its safe and right solu- 
tion.

Lee’s View of Secession. 

Editor Constitution: I see in Wednes- 
day’s issue of your excellent paper an 4r- 
ticle by Dr. Abbott, taken by you from 
The Outldok. 

Now I wish through the medium of your 
paper to call the attention of your au- 
thor and others who may think as he 
does to the fact that while in most fe- 
spects he is just to Lee, he is in one im- 
portant respect unjust; in that he implies 
that Lee, thinking that his state had no 
right to secede and did wrong in seceding, 
yet thought that his allegiance was due 
to her. He seems to have made the same 
mistake of many other northern writers, 
that of confounding the views of leading 
southern men on the wisdom of secession 


with their opinions on the right of se-, 


cession. 

While Lee undoubtedly did not think 
that secession was wise, he emphaticaily 
did not think that it was wrong. He 
doubtless considered the doctrine of se- 
cession or state rights:no new doctrine 
nor peculiar to the south; he doubtless 
remembered that the articles of confed- 
eraticn declared that, “each state retains 
its sovereignty, freedom-and@ independence 
and every power, jurisdiction and right, 
which is not by this confederation ex- 
pressiy delegated: to the United States 
in congress assembled;”’ that the consti- 
tution following up the same idea in 
different words, provided that ‘“‘the pow- 
ers not delegated to the United States 
by the constitution, nor prohibited by it 
to the states, are feserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people;’’ that the 
New England states had in several cases 
threatened to secede, the legislature of 
Massachusetts in one case passing a res- 
“that it is determined, 
as it doubts not the other states are, to 
submit to undelegated powers in no body 
of men on earth,” and that, ‘‘the project 
of the annexation of Texas unless drrest- 
ed on the threshold, may drive these 
states into a dissolution of the union;” 
that Jefferson Davis, some years before 
the civil war, introduced a_ resolution 
into the senate declaring the sovereignty 
of the states and that this reso: lution 
was almost unanimously adopted by that 

d , 
 Sriinkine this, a man of Lee's high 
sense of honor and. of duty, while he 
could not have clung to his state in doing 
wrong, could yet cling to her in acting 
unwisely. And. this it is which makes 
the name and memory of Lee so dear to 
that southland for which he sacrificed 
so much, fought so well and lived sv 
nobly. And we of that southland cannot 
afford for our posterity to think of Lee 
as a man who could be a partner in 
wrong doing, instead of 2 man who was 
true to his state and his country in the 
deepest adversity against all the alfire- 
ments of fame, place and power—a man 
without a superior and without a peer 
in all recorded history.

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ROUND ABOUT TOWN. 


Congressman 2S EA Views. 

Congressman IAvingston has been re- 
quested by a New York. financial jour- 
Mal to give it his views of what the 
country needs in the way of currency 
relief and the hest method,-in his opinion, 
to obtain it. Our congressman has re- 
piled and stated his views fully and they 
are likely to create something more than 
passing comment in financial circles. If 
there is any subject of national legisia- 
tion to which Congressmen Livingston 
has given longer and more intelligent 
study than to any other it is the cur- 
rency system of the country. 


A Duty of Congress. | 

IT asked him what answer he gave to 
the question: “Do you favor action by 
the next session of congress for the ex- 
pansion of the national currency?” 

“IT sald yes,” replied ‘the congressman, 
“I have always ‘been in favor of some 
action by congress to break down the 


“money monopoly that was created by the 


national Dankimg act and which is. as it 
always has been from its adoption, the 
cause of money stringencies, with their 
attendant evil effects wpon industry and 
commerce and sometimes the production 
of disastrous panics. The national bank- 
ing act prohibits corporations and banks 
from using their assets or credit for cur- 
rency issue purposes by imposing an an- 
nual tax of 10 per cent on all such Is- 
sues, The state Georgia may have 
credit. good en -to borrow money 
Or float bonds at 3 1-2 to 4 per cent, but 
she cannot issue a dollar of circulating 
paper for money uses unless she is will- 
ing to pay 10 per cent per annum for 
the privilege. Of course, that tax is an 
abeolute prohibition and has done what 
it was enacted to do—given the national 
bank purctiasers of government bonds 4 
monopoly of the power to issue bank 
bills. This power they have up to the 
par value of the bonds they deposit in 
the national treasury.’’ 


Limitations of the Banks. 

“But cannot the banks issue more cur- 
rency by purchasing more bonds, as oc- 
casion may require?” 

“They could do so if the bonds were in 
the market at prices the banks could 
afford to pay for them. But the bonds 
zo up in price whenever an active mar- 
ket for them develops and there !s a 
point where they are too costly to afford 
ithe banks a profit on the currency issued 
upon their foundation. Another limita- 
tion, aside from the government bank 
tax and sinking fund requirements, is 
the fact that the policy of the govern- 
ment is always to decrease rather than 
increase its outstanding bonded indebted- 
ness. Hence, although the treasury has 
today over $300,000,000 that might be used 
to purchase and cancel bonds no sane 
man would be willing to have the debt 
retired at the enormous premium that 
private and corporation holders would 
ask for them. Besides to use $300.000.000 
in that way would probably result only 
in the people paying that amount for 
about $2,000,000 of bonds and thereby re- 
duce the currency iasues based on that 
amount of bonds. So that, in that event. 
we would find ourselves shorter of ready 
money by $2.000,000 than we are now and 
just when the whole country is asking 


for more money.” 


The Proposed Remedy. 

“How would you remedy the matter 
and get rid of that dilemma?” 

“Well. I would not, of course, urge the 
dissolution of national hanks. nor. the 
abandonment of the bond-based currency 
they now igsue. but I would propose that 
the national banks be allowed .to issue 
additional currency at will to the amount 
of 60 per centum of their ascertained and 
approved assets. 
care to make any issve of currency it 
mav autherize stable. elastic and abund- 
ant.’’ 

“Do von think it a safe pronosition to 
allow the netional banks to issue cur- 
renev based on one-half their assets?’ 

“T have inquired here at home and else- 
where of prominent and conservative 
hankers, and they have uniformly as- 
sured me that it is perfectly safe to do 
so, provided the whole of the assets be- 
come charged with a first lien to the gov- 
ernment whenever such additional issues 
of currency are made by one or any of 


them.”’ 


The Volume of Expansion. 

‘What would be the possible expansion 
of the currency by your plan at its max- 
imum?" 

‘Tl do not know what the available cash 
value of the assets of the 4,500 national 
banks in the country would foot up In the 
aggregate. They are capitalized now at 
about $700.000.000, and have a surplus of 
about half that sum—or, in round num- 
bers, a billion dollars. The issue of na- 
tional bank notes last year-—the whole 
volume in circulation—was about $356,000,- 
000. Those notes, backed by bonds, repre- 
sent but about half the total capital. Sup- 
posing the other half to be free assets, or 
$350,000,000, there would remain from that 
source a possible expansion of $175,000,000 
of assets currency, or $2.50 per capita 
more than we now have in circulation. 
That would give great relief to every 
financial interest and all the people of 


the country.” 


No More —~ond Issues. 
“Taking it for granted that the banks 
nave out all the bond-based currency that 
they can afford to carry at the present 
prices of bonds, there ts no relief in that 
direction?” 

“None. The government cannot and 
ought not to issue bonds except when the 
real exigencies of the country need the 
use of the public credit. We do not want 
to eniarge the public debt. To use it as 
a mere foundation for currency issues 
would be to transform it into a perpetual 
debt, as it is in England, and make all 
the people pay the bond interest charges 
as the price of being allowed to have a 
currency system at all.’’ 


The Two Alternatives. 

“Then you see no way of expanding the 
currency in safe and elastic form ex- 
cept—?’ 

“By adopting the asset currency system 
I have outlined to you, or by removing the 
10 per cent tax and allowing the states 
to authorize bank issues upon safe terms. 


7. 


Either of these plans will furnish a safe. 


and abundant supply of currency in every 


locality as needed. No section of the- 


country will have to call on other sections 
for money to harvest and market crops 
and either would stop the congestions of 
the surplus moneys of the banks every- 
whére in New York at stated seasons of 
every year. I think congress ought to 
deal with this issue first of all. It is a 
non-partisan and pressing issue in every 
part of the land. I hope to see 1 it so set- 
tled that the people will be given, as I 
said before, a safe, expansive and stable 


system of currency wherewith to serve. 


the needs of a growing nation and make 
impossible the gsecurring dread of panics 
and general impoverishments.”

Preliminay Hearing. 

New York, July 20.—Counsel for Geor«e

Committee Approved Bill To Resub- 
mit cuestion to People of Floyd 
by Vote of 11 to 5—Argu- 
ment Was Interesting 
and Heated. 


After about the warmest arguiment that 
has been heard before a legislative com- 
mittee this year, the house committee on 
tempérance yesterday afternoon, by 4 vote 
of 11 to 6, recommended favorably for 
passage the bill by Messrs. Ennis and 
Knowles, of¢ Floyd, providing for a re- 
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eubmission to the people of Floyd county: 


of the dispensary question. 

The bill provides for a repeal of the 
law passed in 1901 under which the preseat 
Giepensary in Rome was established by 
a ‘vote of the people. Before that repeal, 
however, the people of the county 4re to 
vote on the question. A repeal of the law 
means the return to the old high licehse 
barroom “system in place of the dispen- 
sary. 

The bill provides, in the event that it 
becomes a law, that the election shall be 
held in August. It was amended in the 
committees room so as to provide that an 
e’ection on the question may be held only 
once every four years, the same as in the 
case of local option. 

Colonel Nat Harris, Mr. Copeland and 
Colonel R. A. Denny made the principal 
arguments for the bill, while Hon, Sea- 
born Wright and other well-known cit- 
ize... a} Rome spoke against it. The ar- 
gument was a warm one throughout. 

Mr. Wright entered into an attack On 
Messrs. Knowles and Ennis, asserting 
théy had promised not to interfere with 
the present dispensary plan. Both these 
gentiemen replied, Mr. Knowles in a m«n- 
ner somewhat heated, denouncing as false 
@ certain affidavit which stated he had 
made such a promise. 

The committee reached its conclusion 
in @xecutive session, shutting out every 
one b'A members. 

Harris Opens Argument. 

It was decided by vote of the committee 
to limit the discussion to one hour on each 
side, this being satisfactory to both in- 
terests. In accordance with the usual cus- 
tom, the advocates of the bill were given 
the opéning and the conclusion. 

Colonel Nat C. Harris was designated 
by Mr. Knowles as the first speaker in 
behalf of the measure. In the election for 
a dispensary under the law of 1901 s@me 
2,500 votes were cast, he said, out of 3,800 
or 4,000 yotes In Floyd county. It was a 
fair eléction, he said. It was urged that 
the dispensary system was the best plan 
for the connty -both froma moral and 2 
business standpoint. Colonel Harris said 
he did not bélieve either of these argu- 
ments would hold. The present situation, 
de declared, is a most degracing one. 

“I wish it understood,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
the petitions in favor of the passage of 
this bill, and the repeal of the dispen- 
sary law, were signed by the white voters 
Only of Floyd county, while I recognized 
the names of negroes on the petitio 
agtinst this measure.’ 

Colonel Harris declared that the fight 
to maintain the dispensary was a po- 
litical one purely. Those standing for 
that side, he said, have their political wel- 
fare and foetunes at stake. Floyd is not 
a prohibition county, he said. The county 
tried ‘it once and then voted for the re- 
turn of barrooms under high license, the 
System that has proven the most satis- 
factory from a business, mora] and every 
other standpoint. 

“In @ight, ten or twelve instances,”’ 
Colonel Harris declared, ‘‘this dispen- 
Sary has been known to sell liquor to 
minors. Indictments were found against 
the officers of the dispensary. They were 
tried before a dispensary judge and Mr. 
Wright represented the defénse. These 
cases were thrown out of court, and the 
supreme court has held that these cases 
could not be prosecuted because the state 
cannot be prosecutor and. defendant in 
the same case. The state, therefore, can 
sell liquor to 4 minor or to a drunken man 
in spite of the law against it.”’ 

Colone!] Harris said the dispensary was 
put forward as a money-making schemc; 
it was said it would reduce taxes. He de- 
niéd that this had been done, saying the 
taxes were just the same now as they 
were @ year azo. He also called attention 
to the fact that bills advertising the 
Rome dispensary had been posted 
~~; out the country districts. 

 \’right Against the Bill. 

Hon. Seaborn Wright said in beginning 
his argument against the measure, that he 
and his side had made an effort to see 
the petition of the other side, but had 
been refused. There arose some controver- 
sy here as to the petitions and as to the 
exhibition of them. It developed that nei- 
ther side had seen the other's petition. 

“J don't believe the advocates of this 
meéastire have a majority of the white 
voters of Floyd county or anything like 
it.” Mr. Wright declared. 

The discussion on this point was 
brought to an end by Mr. Knowles hand- 
ing his petition to Mr. Wright, and re- 
ceiving from him that of the opponents 
of the bill. Mr. Wright asserted that the 
opponents of the bill had the names of 
a majority of the registered voters signed 
to their petition. 

Mr. Wright said the @spensary people 
hed no fears of submitting the matter to 
a vote of the people; but the people had 
voted on it only a little more than a 
year ago, and the dispensary had had 
a trial of only fifteen months. The re-

“Everyone knows that Colonel] McHen- 
ry is a man of the highest integrity and 
will do exactly what he says he will do? 
Mr. Wright said. “He will give you that 
agreement in writing.’ 

Mr. Wright declared the other side 
knew they could not carry their repeal 
of the dispensary measure unless they 
registered some 2,000 purchasable votes. 
Without these it would be as impossible 
for them to win as for a man to put a 
bullet through the moon with a 22-callber 
rifle. 

Mr. Wright asserted that Hon. W. H. 
Ennis, whos? name is appended to the 
present bill, pledged to the people of 
Floyd county that he would not only 
not wmitroduce or suppurt any measure 
looking to the repeal of the dispensary 
law, but would oppose any such measure 
if it made its appearance, , 

Mr. Ennis interrupted here and said 
that he had signed a paper to that 
effect on the understanding that all the 
other candidates for. the legislature would 
also sign it. Mr. Knowles refused to 
sizn the paper, and Moses Wright, 
brother of Seaborn Wright, told him that 
under the circumstances the paper was 
not binding. 
~“Since Mr. Kanis has appealed to my 
brother,” Mr. Wright said, “I will read 
what my. brother, Moses Wright, says, 
though I regret to have to do it.” Mr. 
Wright then read a sworn affidavit from 
his brother, Moses Wright, saying he had 
campaigned with Mr. Ennis and Mr. 
Ennis had on many occasions promised 
the people he would not only not in- 
terfere in any way with the dispensary 
law, but would oppose any bill that 
sought to do it.’’ 

“False,” Said Knowles.

“I want 16 say that the contents of 
that affidavit are absolutely false. If 
the signer of it were here I would make 
it even stronger than that, I never re- 
fused to sign that paper and then made 
to him or any one else the promise it 
contaiys. I never intended to raise my 
voice Against the dispensary until I knew 
it was the will of the people that it should 
be abolished. The people of the county 
Say now they want the dispensary no 
longer. I wish to repeat that this af- 
fidavit is absolutely false.’’ 

“If you can find a man in the state 
of Georgia who stands higher than W. 
W. Brooks,’’ Mr. Wright asserted, “I 
will withdraw this petition. His charac- 
ter is so pure, so exalted, that to have 
him denounced here as a liar is some- 
thing outrageous and terrible. 

“I wish to say.”’ Mr. Wright continued, 
“that I personally sent the sheriff of the 
county to Mr. Knowles and he .brought 
me back the same statem@nt as aid M4\ 
Brooks.” ? .\ 

Mr. Wright then read an affidavi 
signed by J. T. Green, Edward Proctor, 
L. M. Landrum, Leonard Toéd, N. G. 
Watson and several others whom he said 
were among the most prominent citizens 
of Rome, stating that Mr. Knowles had 
said he rould not, as a member of the 
legislature, .-terfere with the dispensary 
system. 

Mr. Wright then took up the petition 
against the bill which he said was signed 
by the names of 1,600 Floyd county voters. 
Seventeen of the county executive| ¢om- 
mittee, twenty-two members of the yrand 


city - officers, all of the ministers and 
nine-tenths of the business men of Rome 
have signed the petition against this bill, 
and in some instances adopted strong 
resolutions against it, Mr. Wright as- 
serted. 

“Who do we find on the other side?’ he 
asked. ‘‘Their petition is signed by an 
indiscriminate rabble and has ho héad or 
tall to it.’’ 

Mr. Wright read some letters from 
strong opponents of the dispensary, pro- 
testing against an election being held at 
this time, and stating that two years’ 
trial should be given to the dispensary 
plan. 

Colonel Harris stated emphatically 
that he was not the paid attorney of the 
liquor interests in -reply to a question 
from Mr. Wright, but was simply repre- 
senting the people. He admitted, how- 
ever, that he did oppose the dispensary 
measure in 1901 as an attorney. 

Mr. Wright goncluded by rephMing to 
the statement of Colonel Harris as to 
the sale of Hquor to minors. In the 
instances in question he declared the 
manager of the dispensary had been im- 
posed upon by the minors to whom liquor 
was sold. 


Copeland for the Bill. 

Hon. Frank Copeland, former repre- 
sentative from Walker county, appeared 
before the committee as an attorney to 
Oppose the measure. Mr: Copeland has 
recently moved to Rome and become a 
citizen of Floyd county. 

Mr. Copeland said he proposed to dis- 
cuss the matter from a business stand- 
point, and leave out personalities. He 
spoke of the veto by Governor Candler 
of the general dispensary bill of which 
Mr. Wright Was the author, and said 
Mr. Wright then went to work to saddle 
a dispereary measure upon Floyd county. 

“They say they don't went another elec- 
tion,’”’ Mr, Copeland said, “and yet they 
cid not hesitate to spring an election 
to establish the dispensary in Rome.” 

Mr. Copeland declared every one knew, 
and Mr. Wright knew that beer and 
other liquor was sold on Broad street 
in Rome, outside of the dispensary. 

“{ do not know any such thing,” Mr. 
Wright declared, “and I wish to say that 
any citizen who knows the law is so 
violated and does not prosecute is not the 
right kind of a citizen. If you'll tell me 
who they are, I'll prosecute them.” 

“All right, I'll do it,” Mr. Copeland 
said, but he declined to give the names 
before the committee. . 

Mr. Copeland asserted that the“petition 
urging the passage of this bill to let the 
people have another vote on the matter 
was signed by 2,200 white voters of Floyd 
county. : 

Some one read the names of three ne- 
groes signed to the petition. 

“That leaves 2,247 white voters,”’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘that’s like eat mush with a 
fine needle.”’ 

In replying to the affidavits against 
Messts. Ennis and Knowles by Mr. * 
Wright, Mr. Copeland said he could go to 
almost any county and get affidavits that 
would unseat any representative. 

“No matter what they said, if 2,250 of the 
voters of their county, a majority of the 
registered voters, asked them to intro- 
duce this bill, would yes be doing right 
if they refused to do it?’’ 

Mr. Copeland said the local option law 
permitted an election on the prohibition 
question once every four years, but Mr. 
Wright's bill proposed to saddle the dis- 
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them, Mr: Copeland said, 
privilege of voting’ again on 
tion. : 

| Adverse to the Measure. 

Dr. R. B. Headen, a well-known Baptist 
preacher of Rome, who spoke briefly 
against the bill, said hig experience had 
been that ghe morals of\the community 
had been wonderfully improved under the 
dispersary plan. The chief of police said 
there were fewer crimes and Gsorderly 
cases than when the bar rooms were open- 
ed. The laboring classes had been ma- 
te:ially benefited, he said, and contributed 
much more to the support of their 
families. 

“With regard to the uhloading of beer 
on Broad street which Mr. Copeland men- 
tioned,”’ said Dr. Headen, ‘there is an 
institution there known as the Biks, and 
they have a dispensary of their own. 
Some of the Elks are the most ardent op- 
ponents of the dispensary.” 

W. J. Neél, an attorney, read a state- 
ment from the chief of police to the 
effect that there had been a great dimi- 
nutfon in crime. The profits of the dis- 
pensary, he declared, had been $26,000 net 
ta the city and county for the first year. 

W. M. Gammon, chairman of the board 
of Floyd county cemmissioners, also spoke 
briefly against the bill. The institution, 
he said, had cleared $34,000 in fifteen 
months. The péople of the county, he 
said, were anxious to eliminate the pur- 
chaseable negro vote. 

“We have no fear sf the negroes,’ he 
said, ‘but we don’t want to spend the 
méney to buy them.” 

M. B. Eubanks, an attorney, spoke 
briefly against the bill. The dispensary 
management, he declared, is amenable 
to all the atate laws regulating the sale 
of liquor. 

**The supreme court,” he said, ‘has said 
this dispensary law is a legal one, so just 
let u try it a little while,” 

Colonel Harris gaid he wanted To G@dmit 
Colonel Gammon wae right when he said 
he could buy the negroes. They can beat 
us all to pieces, he said, when it comes to 
buying the negroes. It is that feature we 
want to eliminate, he said. 

Colonel Denny Concludes. 

Colonel R. A. Denny concluded the ar- 
gument in behalf of the bill. He epoke 
first in defense of Messrs. Ellis and 
Knowles. They had made many friends, 
he said, and those friends knew they were 
men of honor and integrity, and knew, 
too, that Floyd county was not sending 
men down here to represent it who would 
not keep their promises. He predicted 
the election of Mr. Knowles next Y@me to 
Mr. Neel laughed. 

“‘He laughs best who laughs last,’’ Mr. 
Denny retorted. 

The petition for the passage of this 
mé@asure originated with fifteen of the 
prominent business men of Rome. They 
declared they would have only registered 
white voters to sign it—no negroes and no 
minors, 

Colonel Denny referred to one petition 
against the bill, the signatures to which 
had been secured, he said, by misrepre- 
sentation. Mr. Wright asserted the signa- 
tures had been secured by the foreman 
of the factory in question. 

“If they are so well satisfied they can 
carry this election,’’ he said, ‘‘what pos- 
sible oppositién can they have to sub- 
mitting it to a vote of the people.”’ 

He declared Mr. Ennis and Mr. Knowles 
took the step they did only at the request 
of the people; nobody would believe they 
would stultify themselves by going back 
on their promises, 

The conrmittee then went into executive 
session with the result stated.

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DEATH OF “DOC” CALDWELL. 


South Car: lina 1 otel Man Had Very 
Unusuri Record. 

.Columbia, 8. C., July 20.—(Special.)— 
James M. Caldwell, who is said to haveé 
knowh the géography of the United States 
by heart and to have traveled most of 
it by wagon and foot before the days of 
railroads, died at the Central hotel in 
Florence yesterday, where he had been 
clerk for nearly a quarter of a century. 

“Doc,” as he was familiarly known to 
the traveling public, was the most popu- 
lar hotel man in South Carolina. He was 
born in Newbern, N. C., 65 years ago, 
and was, indeed, a versatile genius. He 
first came to Florence about twenty- 
three years ago, and up to that time had 
been decidedly ‘a bird of passage.” 

Before going to Florence he was said 
to have been a peddier of patent medi- 
clines, owner of several side shows, ai- 
vance agent for nearly all of the big 
circuses, and a fact but recently known, 
on several occasions had made successful 
balloon ascensions. He began work as a 
clerk at the central hotel over twenty 
years ago, and held the same position at 
the time of his death. ‘‘Doc’’ was consid- 
ered one of tne best informed and most 
universally popular hotel men in the 
country. 

Caldwell was a man who spoke little of 
hig past life and little is known of his 
Telatives, except that he has a father 
iftving in Chicago. He was a devoted hus- 
band and survived his wife not quite two 
months. He leaves no children.

Compilers of Confederate Records. 

Five southern states were represented 
at the preliminary meeting of the com- 
pilers of state records which was held 
at the state library yesterday morning. 
After an Informal discussion of the work 
which these gentlemen have in hand, an 
adjournment was taken until this morn- 
ing in order to permit the presence of 
the representative of Mississippi, who 
was detained at Birmingham and did not 
reach the city until last evening, : 

Ex-Governor Candler welcomed the vis- 
iting delegates and presided at the pre- 
liminary meeting. The others present 
were Dr. B. F. Dixon, auditor of state 
and compiler of state records of North 
Carolina; Hon. M. P. Tribble, compiler 
of confederate records for South Carolina; 
Hon. Thomas M. Owen, director of the 
department of archives and history of 
Alabama, and General Leon Jastremski 
compiler of the records for Louisiana. 
A telegram was received from Hon. Dun- 
bar Rowland, state historian of Missis- 
Sippl, saying he could not reach the city 
until last night. 

In the informal discussion 
marked yesterday's Session, it was ascer- 
tained that Alabama, Mississippi, Louis- 
lana and North Carolina are in very 
much better shape in this matter of con- 
federate records than the other southern 
States. South Carolina and Georgia are 
in worse ghape than the others because 
of the fact that many of the records 
were captured and destroyed at the time 
the capitols of these states were in the 
possession of the union forces. Just how 
the void is to be filled so as to make 
the roster of confederate soldiers ap- 
proximately complete is a matter which 
will be discussed {fn al! its details today. 

A committee was. appointed to draft a 
memorial to the war department setting 
forth the views of the gentlemen en- 
gaged in this work of securing confed- 
erate rosters. This committee will make 
its report to today’s meetirig. The me- 
morial will suggest to the department 
that there should be no undue haste 
in closing up this work, as from its 
very nature time is essential to thorough- 
ness. It will recommend that the state 
Officials having the work in hand be 
accorded the privilege of going over the 
proof sheets of the government work 
before the books are finajly closed, so 
that mistakes in names may be prevented 
so far as possible. It will also recom- 
mend that each state official be fur- 
nished a check list of the rolls and ros- 
ters how on hand so tat these officials 


which 


may bend their energies Foard to- 
ward filling the gaps. ére will also 
be a recommendation that in all cases of 
defective rosters, or where none can be 
found, the department may admit com- 
piled rolls, properly certified as the most 
correct and complete possible; algo that 
each southern state be permitted to sub- 
mit its pension records, it being evident 


pay out pension money on these records, 
they are as nearly accurate as it is possi- 
ble to make them.. 

General Ainsworth, head of the record 
and pension division of the war depart- 
ment, had hoped to be present, but he 
telegraphed Governor Candler yesterday 
that iliness and important business had 
conspired to make it impossible for him 
to leave Washington at thig time. 


Increase Keeps Up. 

Two additional counties were heard 
from by the comptroller general yester- 
day and the increase in taxable values 
as returned by the assessors of taxes con- 
tinued.

$140,788. A letter was received from one 
of the county officials of Pike saying that 
the increase in that county will be up- 
ward of $400,000. 


Ask for Arbitration. 

The comptroller general was formally 
advised yesterday that the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Atlanta Belt line 
have demurred to the assessments made 
upon the franchises of those companies 
and request arbitration. 


Death of Colonel Hawes. 

(News of the death of Colonel A. L. 
Hawes, of Bainbridge, former member of 
both branches of the legislature, which 
reached the capitoT yesterday, brought 
from Captain Tip Harrison an interesting 
story about the war record of that promi- 
nent lawyer of south Georgia. When the 
war broke out, Hawes was a youngster 
residing with his father’s family in Btew- 
art county. His older brothers went into 
Captain Harrison’s compaiiy, but the 
boy was kept at home much to his sor- 
row. Just as soon as he became 16 years 
of age, however, he joined this company. 
This was on May 3, 1864. The next day 
the company broke camp and went into 
Virginia whefte, on the third day of his 
service, it took part in a desperate battle 
which was part of the Wildetness cam- 
paign. Two desperate battles were fought 
on the 5th and two on the 6th. In thé 
battle of the evening of the 6th, the Geor- 
gians, who were in General Gofdon’s com- 
mand, executed a flank movement which 
was victorious, resulting in the capture 
of an important part of the federal forces.

He lay all night 
practically within the federal lines, not 
being rescued until the next motning, 
when it was found that the federals had 
taken up a new position and he was with- 
in touch of the confederate lines. He was 
so badly wounded that he was lame for 
a long time after the war had ended, He 
was in active service just four days 
and in that time took part in four pitched 
battles.

FOR LAND 


BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE 


ON. 8S. G. M’LENDON, of Thomas 
H county, in a speech before the gen- 

eral judiciary committee of the 
house yesterday characterized thie sults 
recently brought by the state to recover 
certain lands in south Georgia ag “un- 
just, unrighteous and iniquitous.” 

He said he would ask the committee 
to direct thait the suits be dismissed. 

“I don’t belleve the state ought to 
lend its name to proceedings of this char- 
acter,’”’ he said. 

The committee, of which Hon. John 
M. Slaiton is chairmaan, had under con- 
sideration a bill by Mr. Buchanan, of 
Early county, which was istended to 
aid in the settlement of the pending 
puits. 

Two or three months ago Governor Ter- 
rell made a contract with Messrs. Hay- 
good, Cheney and Cutts to bring suit 
to recover two or ithree hundreds lots of 
land in the counties near the Florida 
line, which were not granted, at the 
time the old lotteries were held in the 
early part of the laast century, but 
which were settled under color of other 
title, which the state fis attacking. The 
ageregate value is about $50,000, and the 
lawyers are to get one-fourth of the 
amount recovered. 

“In 1802 the state of Georgia and the 
United States government entered into 
an agreement by which the state of 
Georgia ceded to the United States all of 
that part of itg public domain which is 
now embraced in the states of Alabama 
and Mississippi. The conditions upon 
which this was done were as follows:

States should quiet the Indian titles to 
all lands within this established bounda- 
ry of the state. These settlements by 
the government with the Indians on be- 
half of the state of Georgia covered & 
period of twenty odd years, beginning 
with the treaty of Fort Jackson in 1814, 
and ending with the cession of 1835.

BIVINS ADDRESSED EDITORS. 


Editor cf Cordele Sentinel Speaks at 
Convention. 

At the recent session of the Georgla 
Weekly Press Association, at Cedartown, 
one of the most interesting features of 
the exercises was the address of J. W. 
Bivins, editor of The Cordele Sentinel, on 
the development of the editor, in which 
he referred humorously to his evolution as 
an ascent of the scale composed of the 
parts of speech. 

First he is an article, an _ indefinite 
article. Next he graduates into an ad- 
jective, with qualifying and describing 
powers. As he rises he advances to the 
dignity of a noun—a name of any person, 
place or thing. In this case a person who 
lives in a place, but makes not a thing. 
lie declared that person came from the 
Latin ‘‘persona,’’ the mask worn by ac- 
tors through the mouthpiece of which the 
voice gave forth sound, Applied to an 
editor, implies to blow his own horn and 
blow it loudly and long. He stated that 
most editors were common nouns and that 
it is only now and then that a perfectly 
proper one can be encountered. He con- 
tinued: ‘“‘But they naturally incline to be 
collective nouns—collecting around at the 
annual meetings and other meetings; col- 
lecting news here and there, collecting 
what some people wish to see in the paper 
and what others do not wish to see—col- 
lecting everything, except from his sub- 
scribers, but makes up for this in col- 
lecting blackberries. He is as gregarious 
a creature as the “English sparrow,’’ and 
some people think equally as mischievous. 
His face is expected to be seen every- 
where, and just as sure ag he is seen, just 
so sure does everybody expect a nice 
write-up.” 

Becoming serfous, he declared: ‘The 
best and greatest enduring existence is in 
action—immortal action. Undying actions 
are the motive powers, the incarnation of 
thought, the embodiment of purpose and 
are imperishable. Then, let every editor 
be a verb, that whieh expresses action, 
and without which ‘the sentence of life is 
meaningless. ‘Nouns’ are empty names, 
adjectives are ever-changing shadows, but 
verbs are living forces, throbbing ener- 
gies, tmmortal powers. Then, let every 
editor be a verb. 

“By all means avoid the subjunctive 
mood, the expression of doubt and un- 
certainty. Positiveness is the element es- 
sential’ to the highest type of character, 
necessary to commendable success. That 
word ‘if,’ the very sign of the subjunctive 
mood, is destructive of ‘force. It is the 
evil prophet of defeat and the forerunner 
of danger. The subjunctive mood of the 
general, the doubt of the captain, caused 
a panic in the ranks, brought defeat upon 
the army and resulted in the ruin of a 
nation.”’

BONDCASECLOSED if 
BY SETTLEMENT 


Gainesville Attorney Withdraws 
His Exceptions. 


Suit of .Long Duration, Involving 
Georgia Railroad, Gainesville, 
Jefferson and Southern and 
City of Gainesville, 

Comes to End. 


~ 


Gainesville, Ga., January 20.—(Special.) 
Hall superior court convened this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, Judge Kimsey presid- 
ing and Solicitor General Charters. look- 
ing.after the interests of the state. The 
first case that was called for trial was 
that of Julius M. Alexander and others 
against the Gainesville, Jefferson and 
Southern Railroad Company, and Julius 
M. Alexander et al. and W. A. Brown 
et al., trustees, v. the Gainesville, Jef- 
ferson and Southern Railroad Company, 
which has been pending for the past six 
years. 

When the case was called quite a sur- 
prise was created when Colonel H. H. 


Dean arose and announced to the court 


that the city of Gainesville, the Gaines- 
ville, Jefferson and Southern Railroad 
Company and the stockholders had vol- 
untarily dismissed their exceptions to the 
report of the auditor, and had further 
dismissed all their pleas of usury and 
to the statute of limitations. 

This is the issue that has been so 
strongly litigated for the past six years 
between the Georgia railroad and the 
city of Gainesville and the Gainesville, 
Jeffergon and Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, and involved bonds, principal and 
interest, amounting to aibout $250,000, 

The auditor, Hon. H. H. Perry, found 
that the bonds being in the hands of in- 
nocent purchasers were good, and excep- 
tions were filed to this finding, which 
were heard by Judge Kimsey at the ad- 
journed term of the count in May, and 
about three weeks ago Judge Kimsey 
announced that he would sustain the ex- 
ceptions and hold the bonds void 
for usury, but did not file his opinion. 
but postponed the same to the July term, 
at the request of the parties in the case, 
and it would seem from the action taken 
today that some satisfactory adjustment 
must have been made between the par- 
ties. 

Further Litigation Useless. 

Colonel Dean stated that the total in- 
debtedness claimed against the Gaines- 
ville, Jefferson and Southern § Rafiroad 
Company amounted to over $1,000,000, and 
that he had made a careful calculation 
of the amount which would be due under 
Judge Kimsey's rulings and that this 
would still amount to the sum of $446.,- 
762.80 to the Ist day of July, 1903, and 
that he considered this amount more than 
the road would bring at public outcry, 
and therefore he could see no substantial 
benefit to be derived trom continuing the 
litigation, and that the only effect of the 
judgment sustaining the plea of usury 


| would tbe to depreciate the value of one 


set of bonds and enhance the value of 
another set of bonds that he did not 
own or represent, and inasmuch ag the 
unindorsed bondholders’ failed to except 
to the auditor's finding they will have to 
allow his decision to stand. 

When asked the question if there was 
not some arrangement made to be of 
benefit to Gainesville and other towns 
along the line of the Gainesville, Jeffer- 
son and Southern railroad, Colonel Dean 
replied: 

“T cannot now state just what agree- 
ment, if any, has been made with the 
Georgia railroad people, but you may 
rest assured that we expect to receive a 
much greater benefit to our community 
by dismissing the Htigation than by con- 
tinuing it. 

“Gainesville is in a position where she 
must have competitive freight rates and 
we feel sure that we have secured a per- 
manent and lasting benefit to our entire 
section by this action.

COUNCIL HEARS 
VETO MESSAGE 


Matter of Police Board Suc- 
cession Comes to an 
End, 


The matter of police board succession 
came to an end so far as council is con- 
cerned during the meeting of yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mayor Howell sent in his veto meés- 
Sage upon the resolution which asked 
the legislature to postpone action upon 
the pending charter amendment, it was 
read and ordered filed, there having been 
no discussion, and so the matter came 
to an end. 

The message of Mayor Howell is as 
follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 20, 1938.—To the 
General Council of the City of Atlanta, 
Ga.: Gentlemen—I return to you the 
resolution adopted by your honorable 
body in special session July 8, 1908, pro- 
Viding that ‘the action of council |re- 


questing a change in the city charter 
making police commissioners ineligible 
for reelection be repealed,’ disapproved. 
“My reason for this disapproval re- 
quires me to make a brief statement of 
the status of the conditions J foltnd in 
the police board at the commencement 
of my term of office this year. 
‘‘In my inaugural address | 
to say on this situation: 
“The recent occurrences in the pro- 
ceedings of the city board of police com- 
missioners is but a repetition of certain 
charges that have been made publicly 
for quite a while.’ It is a scandal to our 
city to let these charges be publicly 
made and nof have them investigated. 
Members of the police force, officers and 
policemen, ought to be selected for their 
fitness for the places they fill, and they 
ought to be required to be loyal alone 
to the city of Atlanta and no one else. 
Men of the force ought to be promoted 
alone On merit and not by any “pull” 
they, may have on any commissioner or 
combination of commissioners. The chief 
of police ought to be sustained when) he 
tries to shape the requirements of ap- 
piicants to get good and efficient men 
for this duty. The council ought! to 
take this matter up and require this 
to be done, if the commissioners do not 
do it. We cannot afford to ignore good 
Suggestions on this line for fear some 
pet we may have cannot measure up to 
the standard required. You will be deére- 
lict in your duty if you do not give this 
matter the fullest and freest investiga- 
tion you can. There is a way the selec- 
tion of police commissioners can | be 
handled for the good of the city, and 
if yOu cannot remedy the evils com- 
plained of any other way [I shail bring 
this subject to your attention again and 
Suggest that you pass an ordinance or 
resolution that the same rule that now 
applies to the councilmen, aldermen and 
mayor be made applicable to the police 
cOmmissioners—that is, that they cannot 
succeed themselves in office. It is a 
good law and has worked well here, and 
I think will work well with police com- 
missioners. You know tt to be a fact 
that municipal politics, since the street 
railroad struggles have been settled, now 
centers around who is to be police com- 
missioner. Something must be done to 
stop it, and I confidently appeal to you, 
gentlemen, to help me to do it. I shall 
not fail to call your attention to what is 
needed to remedy this evil, and insist 
upon it, because it effects the good 
age of our. city let it stand as

"To the Mayor and Genera! Council 
of the City of Atlanta—Gentlemen: We, 
your special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the board of police commission- 
ers and police department of the city of 
Atlanta, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: 

‘After an investigation of the police 
board and police department as thorough- 
ly as we thought necessary, we find that 
there are two clearly defined factions in 
the board of police commissioners, as at 
present constituted; that these factional! 
differences are so intense as that it seems 
improbabie for them to become reton- 
ciled; that the two factions fight each 
other through the department, and that 
the factional spiri permeates the depart- 
ment to the extent of preventing that 
complete harmony necessary to accomplish 
the best results. 

"While your committee*does not un- 
dertake to question the judgment of the 
commissioners 1n the election of the three 
men named by Chairman English, we be- 
ilieve that the testimony fully established 
the fact that personal and political mo- 
tives have frequently warped the judg- 
ment of the commissioners in the selection 
of officers and men of the police force, and 
that men have been put on and left. off 
the police force by both factions for rea- 
sons other than the public good. 

“We recommend the following, to-wit: 
That the charter of the city of Atlanta 
be amended so as to provide that police 
commissioners shall be ineligible to re- 
election within three years from the ex- 
piration of their term. 

“‘That the members of the police 
force be elected to serve during good be- 
havior and efficient service, and ahysical 
ability to perform service. 

‘“*That the officers of the department 
other than chief be selected from the 
body of the force to serve at the will of 
the board. 

‘“*That the chief of police be selected 
from the officers and members of the 
force or not, in the discretion of the 
board, and to serve at the will of the 
board. 

“‘*That efficiency, good behavior and 
physical ability to do service is to be 
always a matter for the determination of 
the board,: with or without specific 
charges. 

“We request that the city attorney 
prepare and present to the next general 
assembly amendments to the city charter 
suitable to carry out the recommendations 
of this report. 

‘**‘James L. Key, chairman; T. D. Lon- 
gino, John A. Hynds, M. F. Amorous, J. 
Frank Beck, Ilugh T. Inman, J. G. Wood- 
verd, J. H. Harwell, Courtland 8. Winn.’

I vetoed this action and stated 
in substance that if the finding of the 


committee was right thiat the sooner the: 


recommendations of the committee went 
into effect the better for the city, ana 
that 1 saw no reason for this delay. 

"It was stated that if it went into ef- 
fect immediately it avould deprive the 
city of the services of .Commissioners 
Fox and Johnson, and that before the 
term of Commissioner Jones expired the 
law would have been repealed. . 

“I did not think that the city council 
could be so easily manipulated and I dia 
not concur in this idea. Finally after 
several conferences it was agreed that 
Commissioners Fox and Johnson could 
file their resignations with me to take 
effect when the legislature should pass 
the proposed amendment, With  titis 
agreement I consented to withdraw my 
disapproval and thought the matter was 
finally settied. 

“After the city attorney had prepared 
the amendment to the charter as directed 
by the genera] council, a petition was 
circulated and a majority of the mem- 
bers of council, from an ex parte state- 
ment made, signed if requesting the 
members of the legislature to postpone 
action on the amendment for one year, 
because the question of the charter pro- 
posed by the committee of 49 had been 
postponed. 

“There is absolutely nothing in com- 
mon between the amendments proposed 
by the committee of 49 and this amend- 
ment proposed by the investigation of the 
police board, which was the result of the 
findings of a committee of the general 
council, 

“If the general council wants’ the 
amendment to go into effect there is no 
better time for it than the present. 

“Besides, this amendment carries with 
it the putting of the police force on a 
civil service basis. Tne sooner this is 
Good men ought not 
to be called upon to scramble around 
every two years,to hola their places 
against the efforts of men who have a 
‘pull’ with commissioners*‘who they help 
to elect to. get this ‘pull.’ Whenever 
g00d men in the service do theif duty 
they ought to hold their places doing 
g0od behavior, and whenever they are 
discharged for cause they ought to be 
ineligible to go back on the force. Men 
have been discharged for grave offenses 
from the police force and have worked 
their way back by having favorites on 
the board of police commissioners who 
would help them to get back. This de- 
stroys good discipline. 

“I am sure that it is for the best in- 
terest of the city that the resolution 
providing that the action of council re- 
questing a change in the city charter 
making police commissioners {!neligibie 
for reelection be repealed should be dis- 
approved, and for the reasons given 
above I have disapproved it. Very re- 
spectfullv.

They Were Grown But Vet- 
eran Holt Whipped -

w. J. Holt, a confederate veteran, 65 
years of age, was arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court yesterday afternoon for 
whipping his 18-year-old daughter.

When 
asked about the cgse she stammered a 
few words, in which shé tried to say 
that she ha@ been severely whipped by 
her father because she ‘‘sassed’’ her 
mother. 

When called upon for a statement, Holt 
drew a leather strap from his pocket, 
and said, with.a great show of pride, 
that he had ‘“‘strapped his girl becausé 
she wouldn't say ‘Ma'am,’ when answer- 
ing her mother.” 

“And do yow think it right to whip 
your grown daughter?’’ the recordér ask- 
ed him. 

“TI most certainly do.” he replied. “As 
long as any of my children gtay under 
my roof and don’t do to suit me, I’m 
going to whip them.” 

One of the daughters chimed in with— 

“Pa whips me, and I am older than 
my sister here. Pa ought to whip us, 
and I am glad he whips me when I don't 
do right.’ 

The speaker was about thirty years of 
age. 

Then another sister stated that her 
father whipped his married daughter. 

“Tt do it,”’ he stated, ‘‘because she is 
under my roof. The cause of all this 
trouble, judge, is that my son in law gets 
mad when I whip his wife.’’ 

“Gets mad,’ exclaimed the recorder. 
‘He ought to get mad. If my father in 
law whipped my wife I would whip 
him.”’ 

The audience all agreed with the record- 
ér, and showed it by the laughter which 
greeted his sally. 

It was shown that Holt did not work, 
except a very little and the daughter he 
whipped worked in a factory twelve hours 
a day to help support him. He claim- 
ed he peddiled chickens and medicine on 
the streets. . 

“Oh, judge,”’ cried out the 30-year-old 
daughter who was giad her father whip- 
ped her, “my sistgr will soon .be all 
right and so she can not get whipped, 
for she will soon be married.’’ 

“That won't do her any good,” re- 
marked the recorder, ‘‘for the old man 
whips married ones and all.’’ 

The case was dismissed with a lecture, 
the recorder warning Holt not ¢o whip 
his grown daughters again.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 20.—Liquidation was 
still manifest in today’s stocx market. 
The actual selling pressure was congested 
in individual stocks. The volume of ac- 
tivity was not great jn the general I’st 
and the drooping tendancy of the market 
seemed to be largely in sympathy with the 
weakness shown by special stocks. Pro- 
fessional bear tactics played a part in the 
day's declines, as was shown by the oc- 
caeional rallies. But the demand on this 
account seemed to be soon saticfied, and 
there was no disposition to pursue the 
buying on any advance. The high gerade 
railroad stocks were less ccnspicuous in 
the weakness, and showed some early 
positive resistance to depression... But 
the weakness became general before the 
day ended. MHigh-priced inactive stocks 
continued to suffer severely from the exe- 
cution of very light selling orders, as for 
some time past. Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western broke 11 3-4 to 246 on a sin- 
gle transacticn and immediately rallied 
several points, but sold as low as 235 later. 
The old Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific stocks sold gt 147 compared with the 
preceding sale last January at 200. Va- 
rious securities embraced in the widely 
ramified Rock Island system were under 
severe pressure, including Rock Island 
common, which sold at new low records 
‘at 25. Suggestions of a project for a 
new divisional arrangement of the system 
involving a heavy issue of refunding 
bonds were published during the day. 
It was believed also that the holdings of 
Rock Island, which were acquired as a 
result of the absorption of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco, were sought to be 
dislodged and forced upon the market by 
the attack of the bears. Another center 
of disturbance was Amalgamated Cop- 
per, which dropped to 443-8. a new low 
record. The selling of this stock was un- 
explained by any new developments, but 
its weakness aroused misgivings among 
shareholders as to the affairs of the cor- 
poration and induced additional selling. 
Colorado Fuel’s fall to 50 was accompan- 
fed by rumors of the netessity of new 
issues to take care of loans which have 
been made. United States Steel sold at 
2%, and its weakness was a factor in the 
general depression of sentiment. Sugar’s 
break to glow record for the year was 
also not without influence on sentiment. 
The market had a fairly good rally In 
the last hour, but lost nearly all of it 
again before the closing, which was weak. 
Money was slightly easier, if anything, 
and the market for sterling exchange 
hardened, apparently in response. Opera- 
tors in stocks feel little hope of any de- 
mand for securities, while active compe- 
tition for funds in the money market 
goes on amongst railroad corporations 
and wealthy individuals. The weekly sta- 
tistics of railroad traffic show rather a 
notable decline in the grain movement, 
but general merchandise continues to 
move in large bulk, and railroea officials 
profess an expectation- of an unprece- 
dented traffic this all.
